had just learned through a good source that a prominent English jurist, 
one TRVlV&j fcSEX^ had just completed a manuscript dealing with the HISS 
case^ Hei/informant advised that JOWETT had taken the position in his 
book of condemning CHAMBERS and praising HISS. 

Mrs* TOIEDAMO advised that she understands that JOWETT was 
unable to get the book published in England because of the strict lible 
laws* JOWETT is supposed to be in New York City and a publishing company 
unknown to Mrs* T01EDAN0 is presently reading the book* 

She further informed that there are some rumors persisting 
that the HISS people, in view of the position taken by JOWETT, had been 
helpful in supplying JORETT with trial transcripts, etc* 

As the Bureau has previously been advised, there are 
indications that ALGER HISS, through his attorney, CHESTER IANE, was 
attempting to obtain the services of a publicity agent who would attempt 
to get as much favorable publicity for HISS as possible prior to the time 
he comes up for parole in October 1952* It is possible that this may be 
one of the mediums through which the HISS people are attempting to put 
HISS in as favorable light as possible in an effort to assist him in

TOLEDANO stated that he personally knows TOLUriLEOSAJOr* In 
connection with the libel suit, TOLEDANO stated that about four months 
after CHAMBERS' book, "Witness" was published, someone brought to POGANT' s 
attention the fact that his name was in the book. POGANT read that part of 
the book and went to see his lawyer, FRED iL TOIFE, of New JorkCity. He 
indicated to WOLFE that his brother definitely w a s not the big Hungarian 
Communist CHAMBERS claimed he was. Thereafter WOLFE went to Random House 
and asked them to print a retraction. Random House refused but did agree to 
give POGANT a letter indicating they had made a mistake in using his name 
: which, they stated, POGANT could show to any newspaper reporters he cared to. 

Somehow or other the whole matter was dropped until WILLjJAMA. 
HTMAN, an attorney at 111 Fulton Street, talked to POGANT and arranged to 
handle this possible libel action. POGANT, according to TOLEDANO, ;feta ted 
he never did request HTMAN to bring any action as he did not want to become 
embarrassed. However, HTMAN did proceed without POGANI's knowledge and did 
file a one million dollar libel suit.
